supply allied troops in this section. 
What Russia will have to face this 
winter is not a 
pleasant 
prospect. 
Those inhabitants who depend ab­ 
solutely upon the agriculturists are 
bound to be hard put to it for food, 
as the farmers have not 
even for 
their own use. 
North and 
Central 
Russia depend upon South Russia 
where the Hun is in full possession, 
and upon Siberia which is cut off by 
railway diysorganiaatilon and 
ctvfl 
war. 
It is evitable that we must think 
first of feeding the allied 
nations. 
At the same time we must not forget 
other nations which are suffering. We 
must do something for them as soon 
as possible. 
With this in mind, can anyone be­ 
lieve. that the need for food conser­ 
vation is not greater than 
ever be­ 
fore *
